JACKSONVILLE, June 25.—The 
Office of Price Administration this 
week launched a státe-wide educa 
tional campaign to teach merch 
ants of the state what must be 
done to properly comply. with gov 

rnment price regulations. 

John Selle, Chief price spec 
of tie OPA, said there still 
cónsiderable confusion among ra 
tailers, especially smaller store 
on what must be done to properly 
Corhply with new price Jaw 
that immediate steps were 
taken to help them in their 
lems, 


Selle said, "we-plaf to 
series of onc-day clin 
in major cities c 
clarify the p

stanfing of the price regulatióng

He said thát so far, mòst mer- 
chants had been cooperating ful- 
ly, anit understooj! the chlef pu=™- 
pose of the price laws: to stop the 
rise in cost of living and thus pro- 
vent the danger of. inflation that

World War. 
He outlined three "musts" for 


retailers in obeying the reguli- 
tions: x 
1 Each retailer must have prom 
Inently' displayed his ceiling 
prices for all cost-of-living com- 
modities sold in his store since 
May 18, 1942, His "ceiling price" 
ia the highest price at which ha 
sold a article during. March, 
1942. 
REgch retailer must file with his 
local War Prite and Ratloning 
Board by July 1, 1042, a state 
inent showirg his ceiling prices 
on those cost-of-living mommod- 
ies. “Cost of-living commodi 
ties” are around 155 types of 
items listed specifically in 
Regulation No. 1, obtainable at 
local rationing boards S 
He must keep thè above stat 
ment up to date b 
on the first day of t 
an additional statement showing 
ceiling prices of any new cost- 
,of-liwing items he might have 
added to his line of goods during 
the preceeding mohth. 

"Each of these requirements is 
important.and müst not be over 
looked Mr. Selle emphasized, "for 
severe penalties are provided for 
failure to comply with the regula- 
tions." 

He said considerable flexibility 
is permitted in the method of dis- 
playing ceiling prices in the store 
on cost-of living items. 

. "Whatever method is^üsed," be 
said, "those ceiling prices must, be 
displayed on or near the merchan- 


dise so prominently customers can 


read the ceiling. price. marker 
easily wien standing at the place 
of purchase without having.to ask 
or look for it, whether or not.he 
has a special interest in seeing it. 
It must be so conspicious the cus- 
tomer canhot miss it. 

"Those price placards must, be 
printed large-enough and clearly 
enough the customer cannot fail 
to read them." S 

He suggested that since ceiling 
prices are permanent for the durà- 
tion of the war, that the markers 
be made durable enough to with- 
stand usage without replacement. 

"It is not rough to post a cat- 
alogue, or book of typewritten 
listings in the store," -Mr. Selle 
warned. “It is not complying wi'h 
regulatlons to post a sign, saying 
all merchandise in this store or on 
this counter" is not higher than thè 
ceiling. Neither can ceiling prices 
be posted apart.from the merchan- 
dise or in à place where it is dif- 
ficult for the, customer to sce

Be Success In State 


Drive Will Come To A 
Close Tuesday Night 
June 30 


TALLAHASSEE, June 25—With 
fhe allout drive for scrap rubber 
api hing- the finish, reports 
from the 67 counties of Florida in- 
dicate that several million pounds 
of rubber will be collected by the 
time the drive is concluded at mid- 
night, June. 30. 

To quote Joe Wilson, chairman 
of the salvage committee of Santa 
Rosa county, "Rubber is + being 
brought in by thé- wholesale, retail 
and shrt full," not only in -his 
cdunty but in évery other county 
in thg State. 

At headquarters of the drive In 
Jacksonville, it. was reported that 
more than 2,000,000 pounds of the 
rubber so much needed as war 
materlals had been checked in dur- 
ing the first five days, although 
the greater part of the week w 
given over to organization and 
only a few counties reported. 

During. the drive, it has been 
discovered that many dumps «f 
rubber, particularly of discarded 
tires, have been found which when 
I" will yield tons of rubber 
[to be sent to the reclamation plan! 
lestabüished at many poini 
throughout th cóuntry. "Those 
“rubber mines” are. being found 
not only in'the vicinity of cities 
and towns but at lumber, nav: 
stores and mining camps as well, 
yielding a heavy tonnage of rub. 
ber which may be reclaimed.
